Ko many contradictory statements have u;'lmur--x'l
regurding the position of the question of trade witl
the provinces of British North Ameriomn, s sottle-
mentof the fishories dispute and the free naviga-
tion of the river St Lawrence, that it was consi-
dered proper to obtain correct Information on the
e‘-ul-{Jm-t. and the matter stands thus:

Mr. Thoruton, the British Minister here, ad-
dressed anote to Mr. Seward in July last, calling
attention to the distressed condition of the ll"-"-"'l‘-'
of Nova Scotin in consequence of their exclusion
from our markets; consequent upon the terminn-
tion of the reciprocity treoaty, and asking him to
enter into negotiations.

Mr. Beward referred Mr. Thornton's communicn-
tion to Mr, MeGullogh, Seoretary of the Troasury,
who replied that the tredty having been abrogated
by the logislative branch of the government, he
consldercd it would not be advisable to resume ne-
gotintions until Uongress should glve some intimn-
tion of its desire that they shonld be reopenod, and
at the same thime expressing his opinion that it ws
for the interest of the United States that (he ques-
tion of trade with the British provinees should be
meaiusted in sne definite manner. This correspond-
ence was sent by Mr. Seward to the Committes of
Ways and Means just hefore the Jaly adjournment,
In reply to wn Inguiry by members of the Commit-
tee of Wavs and Means, Mr. Seward Informed
thom he wns ready to open negotintions for a new
reciprocity treaty whenever the committee should
rofer the subject to him.

Messrs. Hooper, Allison, Logan, Maynard, Brooks
. Nibluek, of the committes, wgrecd o amuke
such 4 report, and Mr, Schenck was willing it
should be nn Mr. Griswold was absont. An
wiljourment, howoever, took place so early thoat
there was no opportunity of putting a report bofore
the House, and hence thoe matter went over until
the asscmbling of Congress, with the knowledge
that the Commitice of Ways soud Means are nearly
unanimous wpan the subject, and thut Mr, Sewird
will open negotiations us soon us the committoe are
ennblidd to report.

He sélecled as a text the passage ol
Beripture—St. Matthew v, 16: = 'Let your fght
8o shine before men, that they may see your
good works, snd glorily your Fathér which is
m heaven,”

Somewhsat coundensed, the
follows: —

lu the last verse of the 4th chapter you read
thu::=*And there fotlosed Wim great multi-
tudes of people from Galilee, and from Decapolis,
and from Jerusalem, snd trom Juden, and from
beyond Jordun;” sod in the frst verse of tne
Gih chapter you read: —“And seelng the multi-
tudes, he went up into a mountain,”?

Sturting thus, Mr, Punshon made some gene.
ral remasrks about the mauner in which the
people flocked to hear the Savionr; about His
own Divine teachiogs: about the fewness and
noskilinliuess of the “laborers;” abont the
fecbleness and lgnorance of the first aisciples;
nbhout the “heir-hip" of the Sminte, snd the
glorious kingdom awaiting them *'in the fullness
of time,”

He then alluded to the “Sermon
Mount,” in which the words of the text are
Cuntained: erumeratod Lhe “'beatitudes” there
